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State of Emergency Declared 


In Council’s Virtual Meeting

A special meeting of the city 
council, with City Manager Ni- 
cole Ard and city staff, was con- 
vened on Monday, March 30, to 
discuss the measures being taken 
in response to the COVID-19 
pandemic. To maintain social 
distancing, the meeting was held 
virtually with the phone lines 
open for public comment. Mayor 
Colin Byrd declared that Green- 
belt is in the midst of unusual 
circumstances and in an unprec- 
edented situation. The meeting 
ended with Ard, in her role as 
the city executive, reading the 
city’s own state of emergency 
into the record. 

The first topic of discussion 
was how, in view of social dis- 
tancing, council would honor

the city charter, which requires 
a meeting twice a month and 
a budget to be submitted on or 
before the first meeting in April. 
With this novel virtual option 
now available, Councilmember 
Emmett Jordan said, “it is im- 
portant to stick to the charter 
to make sure we are doing the 
business of the city as best as 
we can.” 

According to Public In- 
formation and Communica- 
tions Coordinator Beverly Pa- 
lau, the proposed budget will 
be presented at a virtual meet- 
ing of the city council on Fri- 
day, April 24. After that, there 
will be several worksessions,

80 Years Apart, but the Same 
Royal Message Resounds

I watched Queen Elizabeth’s 
speech last Sunday and heard 
her reference the broadcast she 
had made in October 1940. I 
was 5 years old when I listened 
to that broadcast at my home in 
East London. The young Prin- 
cess Elizabeth’s speech to the 
children of the Commonwealth 
was reassuring and comforting to 
evacuees and children, like me, 
who were still at home never 
knowing when or where the next 
bomb would hit. Listening to 
Sunday’s speech I was reminded 
of those early days of World War 
II. France had surrendered and 
it appeared that England would 
soon be invaded. Those were 
dark days indeed. 

Comparing this current crisis 
with WWII is appropriate, for 
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Greenbelt Councilmember Leta Mach reads The Little Engine 


these too are dark days. Our lives 
have changed. We are nervous 
now, as many were then, and we 
take special precautions. We don’t 
put up black-out curtains and 
carry gas masks, but we wash 
our hands frequently, stay six 
feet apart and, yes, we wear face 
masks now. Families and friends 
are separated not because some 
go off to war but because travel 
is restricted and we are unable to 
gather together in fellowship and 
celebrate special occasions. New 
regulations are introduced almost 
daily and carefully laid plans 
have to be changed. Yes, there 
are similarities, not the least of 
which is that people are in dan- 
ger and die.

City Emergency Declaration: 
Staying Safe During Pandemic

When Greenbelt declared a 
city state of emergency in re- 
sponse to the COVID-19 pan- 
demic on Monday, March 30, 
not much changed because the 
city had already adopted many 
emergency measures. 

“We were already in a state of 
emergency with our actions,” said 
City Manager Nicole Ard. 

She said the declaration sig- 
nals to the federal government 
that Greenbelt is following emer- 
gency protocol, increasing the 
chances of federal reimbursement 
for emergency costs. 

“We just want to make sure

that when people are going back 
and looking at our expenses and 
any opportunities for us to be 


reimbursed . . . we’ve done ev- 
erything that we can possibly do 
to position the city in the best 
way for that reimbursement,” 
Ard said. 

Costs the city faces include 
protective equipment for health- 
care and emergency workers, 
gear for teleworking and loss of 
typical revenue from public pro- 
grams, among others. 

“Hopefully, they’ll be able to 
see that we were trying to keep 
everyone safe and to continue the 
mission of some of our essential 
services,” Ard said. 

The declaration was also in 
accordance with a pre-existing

Rogers started acting in his 
community theater as a youth 
and continued in college with 
student theater. He remarked, 
“T’ve always really liked Shake- 
speare. My college career was 
bookended by Hamlet in my 
first semester and by Romeo and 
Juliet in the final semester of my 
senior year.” 

Brewster-Geisz started acting 
during his middle school years 
and then attended Colby Col- 
lege in Maine where he earned 
a performing arts degree. Later, 
he started working backstage in 
lights and sound until he started 
acting again at the Greenbelt 
Arts Center in a production of 
Henry IV, Part 1. He teaches 
at the National Conservatory of 


Dramatic Arts. 

Brewster-Geisz said, “One of 
the first things I did out of my 
conservatory where I got my 
certificate in acting was working 
with Baltimore Shakespeare Fac- 
tory on A Midsummer Night’s 
Dream. And, the whole original 
practices thing was just a huge 
revelation to me. I’ve brought it 
into every production of Shake- 
speare I’ve done since, whether 
it’s been required or not.” 

Rogers and Brewster-Geisz 
are actors in the Brave Spirits 
Theatre (BST) which is based in 
the Lab at Convergence in Alex- 
andria, Va.

Coronavirus is Now Affecting 
Your Local Newspaper, Too 


Over the past several weeks 
we have reported on how the 
pandemic has affected Greenbelt 
and many of its organizations and 
institutions, and we will continue 
to do so throughout the duration 
of this public health crisis. This 
situation is affecting the News 
Review too. For example, we will 
be publishing only 8-page papers 
(instead of our usual 12 or 16) 
for the time being. Why? We are 
trying to cut costs where we can 
since many of our usual advertis- 
ers have been shut down or oth- 
erwise affected by the pandemic. 
The current level of advertising 
isn’t enough to pay even for an 
8-page paper, but it’s a little closer. 

Also, we are doing much of 


our work from home remotely 
and for those who need to be 
physically present at our office, 
we are insisting that only three or 
four at a time work and that they 
follow social distancing rules. 
We have equipped each work 
station at the office with alcohol 
wipes so any surface touched is 
wiped before anyone else touches 
it. We are also working with a 
significantly reduced number of 
staff members. Our paper carriers 
are also still working and are fol- 
lowing appropriate hygiene and 
distancing rules. 

In terms of our content, we 
have fewer photos with peo- 
ple in them, since events have 
been postponed or cancelled. We 


welcome photos (that are high 
resolution) of Greenbelt residents 
finding ways to cope creatively 
during this situation in which we 
have been asked to stay at home 
except for essential activities. 
By the way, media and news are 
considered essential to communi- 
cate with the community. 

We are committed to continu- 
ing to provide news and infor- 
mation to Greenbelt during this 
crisis, both to inform and also, 
hopefully, to provide each of us 
with a reminder that we are a 
community and are all in this 
together, and that even while se- 
questered at home, we need each 
other’s support more than ever.

Plaque Cleaning 

I’m curious about who has 
been cleaning some of the me- 
morial plaques that families have 
placed on some benches around 
the center. I have polished the 


plaque I dedicated to my mother 
on occasion, but the most recent 
cleaning was done with either a 
wire brush, or fine steel wool. 

When I polished mom’s 
plaque, I gently rubbed Brasso 
over the middle so as to not dis- 
turb the oxidation in the letters 
and to leave a warm polished 
surface. Brasso is immediately 
rinsed off with water and the 
surface is wiped with a wet rag. 

Since my mom’s plaque 
was one of those that was wire 
brushed, I had to use a wet sand- 
ing paper of 1,000 grit to attempt 
some salvage and it will still re- 
quire some additional work. 

Metal polishing is not com- 
plicated, but it requires some 
understanding.

all virtual. At this point, the 
worksession schedule is proposed, 
and has yet to be adopted. The 
city manager, assistant city man- 
ager and city treasurer are work- 
ing on changes to the budget that 
will be presented. Many of these 
changes will be reflective of the 
estimated costs incurred by the 
economic shutdown and its toll 
on the city. 

Ard emphasized that any rev- 
enue projections will be simply 
that, as the situation changes on 
a daily basis. She estimated that 
a complete economic recovery 
might not occur for 24 months 
after the virus has reached its 
culmination. 

Councilmember Edward Putens 
said it is likely that any new 
budget will include a 20 to 25 
percent decrease in revenues and 
a 15 percent rise in expenditures. 

Ard said that she was focused 
on “continuity of government” 
and making sure all essential ser- 
vices, maintenance and cleanings 
are ensured. This would mean 
new procedures in many cases, 
especially services that have re- 
quired in-person interactions, like 
deliveries to seniors. Enabling 
more teleworking for staff is a 
goal. She said that the city will 
be taking its lead on health mea- 
sures from the county, state and 
federal government and, most 
importantly, from the Centers for 
Disease Control to which she ad- 
vised all residents to refer. 

Palau said that residents can 
refer daily to the city’s website 
and social media for updates on 
the health situation. 

Public Works Director Jim 
Sterling noted that bus services, 
trash removal and cleaning ser- 
vices are active and at full staff. 
He said that while bus ridership 
is down, bus cleanliness is being 
practiced throughout the system. 
He said that the city 1s well-pre- 
pared with sanitation supplies for 
the next 60 days as the city was 
early in its efforts to stock up. 

Police Chief Rick Bowers as- 
sured council that officers are 
being provided with necessary 
health protection equipment. He 
said that there is no curfew under 
the stay-at-home order and that 
residents seen outside would be 
stopped only on a case-by-case 
basis if required at all. 

With the current frequent use 
of the city’s emergency relief 
fund, it was speculated that the 
fund could be augmented through 
a fundraiser, perhaps through the 
city Facebook page.

would not affect Greenbelt spe- 
cifically but that some of that 
money could trickle down from 
the state or county. She specu- 
lated that future bills might be 
centered more on municipalities. 

She also remarked that, while 
council is deeply concerned about 
the fate of small businesses in the 
city, she made clear that the first 
priority will be to ensure that city 
services continue. Businesses 
should probably begin looking 
at state, county and federal relief 
programs for the time being. 

She also reminded residents 
to complete their census forms, 
as the city’s response numbers 
are low. 

Prior to Ard’s reading the state 
of emergency statement into the 
record, there was a discussion 
about the appropriateness of a 
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vote taken by council in addition 
to the adoption of the statement. 
Adoption is the final purview 
of Ard. Byrd held the vote af- 
ter council agreed that the vote 
would be noted in the record as 
representing support only from 
council. In voting no, Putens and 
Councilmember Rodney Roberts 
expressed that they were “con- 
cerned about the precedent of 
seemingly requiring the city man- 
ager to get this type of executive 
declaration approved by the city,” 
echoing Byrd’s opinion, and not a 
disagreement with the substance 
of the declaration, with Byrd stat- 
ing, “I can appreciate both sides 
though.”

If Co-op employees become sick 
and unable to work, it seems un- 
likely temporary employees would 
subsequently risk their own health. 
We have long relied on Co-op for 
groceries and medicine. But to 
minimize exposure, this week we 
also ordered our first DoorDash 
and Instacart deliveries. 

We ask Co-op and the city to 
do everything possible to protect 
the health and lives of employees 
and customers. Our community 
needs action in this public health 
emergency.

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Emergency Preparedness and Op- 
erations Plan, which was written 
just under 20 years ago, in May 
2002. It lists “potential emergencies 
which warrant the declaration of a 
City state of emergency,” includ- 
ing “dam failures,” “radiological 
emergencies” and “civil disorder.” 

Pandemic is not on the list. 
It explains that in unlisted situa- 
tions, the “City Manager has the 
authority to declare a City State 
of Emergency... based on his/her 
best judgment.” 

It also states that if Prince 
George’s County, the State of 
Maryland or the federal govern- 
ment declares a state of emer- 
gency that includes Greenbelt’s 
area, the city will automatically 
follow suit. Ard says in terms 
of COVID-19, this made sense 
as the nature of the pandemic is 
such that higher levels of govern- 
ment have more resources with 
which to respond. 

“We don’t have the epidemi- 


(GAC) is one of the reasons that 
Rogers and his family moved 
to Greenbelt. “...The arts drew 
us to Greenbelt. And that’s why 
we're here.” said Melissa Sites, 
Rogers’ wife, who has been on 
the Brave Spirits board for the 
past 3 years. 

Rogers said that, like everyone 
else, the coronavirus has affected 
their productions. He said that 
they “deliberated and agonized... 
about what to do.” They had 
opened three out of the four plays 
they are doing this year, and were 
in dress rehearsals for the fourth, 

Henry V. They finally opted, af- 
ter much group discussion, to go 
ahead and perform Henry V on 
opening night, March 14, with 
some press in attendance, but to 
cancel all the other shows and 
shut down with no decision yet on 
what will happen next. The pair 
said they were “thankful that we 
did manage to have public perfor- 
mances of all four plays (Richard 
II, 1 Henry IV, 2 Henry IV, and 
Henry V). By July, they hope the 
four plays they did this year will 
return in marathon weekend perfor- 
mances. Rogers declared, “So it’s 
not over! We’re not done!” 

In the meantime, they have 
been doing virtual rehearsals 
over Zoom, getting together via 
split screens to read through the 
plays. He said, “We have not yet 
figured out a way to bring some- 
thing to the public virtually, but 
we'd like to!” 


ologists and folks like that,” she 
said. “We look to the CDC, we 
look to the governor, and we look 
to our county health and the op- 
erations folks as the leaders, and 
we're there to support them and 
do what we can.” 

But, she says Greenbelt has its 
own strengths. “Our city staff is 
a small organization, but mighty 
in terms of passion for the com- 
munity and flexibility.” 

Mayor Colin Byrd echoed Ard’s 
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There are differences too. In 
the war there was rationing and 
shortages but shops and pubs 
were open and dancehalls, cin- 
emas and theaters were closed 
only briefly early on.

Princess Elizabeth closed her 
wartime broadcast with “Good- 
night children, everywhere,” a 
song made famous by Vera Lynn. 
By association, these words com- 
forted children who were evacu- 
ated from their homes to escape 
the bombings. Is it a coincidence 
that the Queen closed her speech 
on Sunday with a line from an- 
other WWII song, also made 
famous by Vera Lynn, “We’ll 
meet again?” I don’t think it’s 
a coincidence. There are many 
similarities between what was 
experienced during the war and 
today’s COVID crisis and we
